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IO WORK AT BEDCCED WAGES. 


The New England strikers have de- 


cided to resume work at out wages. 
They have been out of work since 
early in January and they dp not re- 
ceive enough money from those who 
are at work to furnish them with the 
common necessaries of life. 


The factory owners say they cannot 


pay as high wages to operatives since 
the Dingley bill went into effect as 
they paid under the Wilson bill and 
the mills will have to remain closed if 
the operatives do not work for lower 
wages. 


If appears that while the duty on 


manufactured goods 
has been in- 


creased 25 per cent by the Dingley bill 
the wages of the factory hands have to 
be reduced 12 per cent to keep the 
mills running. 


They are finding out ia New England 


that the advocates of free coinage have 
been telling the truth when they say it 
is closing the mints to silver that is 
closing the mills of New England. A 
prohibitory tariff, which would exclude 
all foreign products, would not keep 
the mills running unless the people 
have money to buy the products of 
the mills. There are too many patched 
trousers and ragged coats worn simply 
because the wearers have not money 
to buy new ones.

from choice, but is compelled by diro 
necessity. 
Give every person in the 


country who is able and willing to 
work a chance to do so at fair wages 
and there will be an astonishing in- 
crease in the demand for the cotton 
and woolen goods of the New'England 
factories. 
There can be no increased 


demand for labor while gold is made to 
answer all the requirements of money, 
becanse property of all kinds is stead 
ily depreciating in value. The popula 
tion of the country is steadily increas- 
ing while the volume of money is not, 
and those who have dollars can and do 
demand a high prica in labor or com- 
modities for them.
